Created in 1998, the Arizona School Facilities Board (AZSFB) is a cabinet-level, state-government agency managing nearly $300 Million in state funding 

appropriated for K-12 school district facilities. The 10-member board meets monthly to grant funding for new school construction and to correct 

deficiencies at existing school facilities. AZSFB staff is a partner and advocate for school districts in facilitating successful grant requests.

One of our goals this year is to assist school districts in understanding the straightforward process of 

applying for BRG funds and to show our BRG funding at work creating better facilities for students.
